White's Slayer Was Begun in 


New York Today 


Wife, Mother, Brother and Titled Sister of 


Defendant Were With Bim 


OVER TWO HUNDRED REPORTERS 
PRESENT 


From Principal Cities of America as Well as Paris, 


London and Berlin- Jurymen Were Examined 


But No One Has Yet Been Selected. 


New York, Jan. 23—The great Thaw 


trial is on the fight TO save Harry 
Kendall Thaw from execution in the 
electric chair for 
the 
slaying 
of 


architect Stanford White began this 
morning before Justice Fitzgerald in 
the supreme court. 


The drawing of the jury to try the 


young Pittsburg millionaire 
began 


with the opening of court. It will be 
days before the jury is selected from 
the 
two hundred talesmen. 
Thaw 


aided his counsel in the picking ot 
the jurymen. T.ong before the hour 
set for the trial crowds flocked to the 
criminal courts building and ftlled the 
rotunda. An hour before tiie trial be- 
gan the crowd was driven into the 
street and'every entrance guarded by 
police, JOnfy talesmen and reporters 
were allowed to enter the court room. 
The trial overshadowed ihe Molineatrx 
and Patrick trials. Over two hundred 
newspaper representatives made ap- 
plication for admission to report the 
trial. No spectators were allowed in 
the trial room. 
There were corres- 


pondents from Paris, 
London, 
and 


Berlin and on the lower floor of the 
building cable and telegraph 
offices 


were installed. 


Outside in the streets the cro^d 


waited to cafch a glimpse of the pris- 
oner as' he passed over the bridge of 
sighs. It was only a fleeting glimpse* 
of a shadow outlined on an opaque 
sheet of glass, but the curious had 
waited hours to see that shadow and 
they were satisfied 


SOLID PHALANX. 


' 
No citadel was ever more closely- 


guarded than the 
big court 
room 


where Thaw sat on trial for his life. 
Inspector McCluskey threw a cordon 
of police around the building while 
police stood in a solid 
phalanx in 


front of the heavy oak 
door of the 


irial room. 
, 


Reporters armed with enough cre- 


dentials to obtain an audience with a 
king were held up and closely exam- 
ined. 
Talesmen were 
required 1o 


show their jury notices many times 
before they finally succeeded in get- 
ting into the court room. 


Court 
officers 
moved 
nervously 


about the room showing the newspa- 
per men to their designated 
seats 


Shortly after 10 o'clock there was, a 
murmur and buzz in the rear of the 
court room and through a wall of po- 
licemen near the door 
the 
Thaws 


edged their way. 


In the party were Mrs. Wm. Thaw, 


mother of Harry Thaw; Mrs. Evelyn 
Xesbit Thaw, the artist model wife, 
the Countess of Yarmouth, the titled 
sister of the defendant; Mrs. George 
Carnegie, a sister of Thaw, and Miss 
May MacKenzie, a chorus girl friend 
of Evelyn Xesbit Thaw.

PARALLELIZE 


STUDIED DY THAW 


New York. Jan. 23.—Harry Kendall 


Thaw expects to be- no passive figure 
'in the crisis of his life that began 
today, when he was put on trial for 
the murder of Stanford White before 
Justice Fitzgerald. He intends to have 
the final word in the selection of his 
21 jurors, and will have an ae*ive 
hand and voice in the actual conduct 
of the case. 


For weeks Thaw has been reading 


the record in the case of David Han- 
nigan, acquitted of the murder of Sol- 
omon Mann, over 11 years ago. He 
has lightened his sfudy of tne trans- 
cript of the proceedings of that tiial 
by reading the works of Balzac and 
Victor Hugo, with a view, it is s.-iid, 
of gaining insight into character and 
emotion. 


Two of his lawyers—former Assist- 


ant District Attorney Howard Cans 
and "Jack"' Iselin—have been coach- 
ing him in his conning of the Hanni- 
gan record. 


There was no direct recourse to the 


"unwritten law" in the Hannigan 
case. 
Hannigan's counsel put their 


main dependence upon the claim that 
Hannigan was made instantly insane 
by th.3 sight of his dead sister's be- 
trayer with his arms about two other 
girls. He lav in wait for Mann that 
evening and shot him dead. 


The proof 
of premeditation 
was 


plain enough, but in his charge to the 
jury Justice Ingraham held thnt "if 
at the time of the commission of the 
crimp he (the defendant) was labor- 
ing under such a defect of reason that 
hp did not know the difference be- 
tween light and T\rong he was guilt- 
less of ihe crime" 


The jury acquitted Hannigan on th> 


second ballot 
Upon his oxvn initia- 


tive the trial Justice spnt him to the 
asylum for the Criminal Insane at 
Mattenvan. although his actions after 
his arrest and during thr> trial had 
been normal and conscious. Later he 
was released 


Hannigan's counsel offered evidence 


to show that after his sister Lor^tta 
died of an operation the man had 
brooded dav and night, going often 
without food and weeping freemen tlv 
over P Pnwspapf>r nictiire of the dead 
girl. Yet he never made any demon-

during the davs since her arrnal m 
New York las'. week. 


The legal side of the young man's 


position has been explained to her in 
detail, but her belief is based on a 
sense of honor that insists on the 
sanctity of the home and she believes 
that her brother was goaded to ac- 
tion by a series of wrongs that drove 
him nearly to madness. 


Lady Yarmouth's information is not 


second hand. She heard the story di- 
reoMy from her brother's lips. She 
knows more of the inner workings of 
his heart and mind than any other per- 
son living, end she sympathizes with 
him as no one else can. 


There seems no doubt that Evelyn 


Thaw will go on the stand, and there 
is also a possibility that the defend- 
ant himself wiU be called as a witness 
in his own behalf.

Inquiring what he was 
detained 


for Stanton was informed he was un- 
der arrest and when told the charge 
was horse stealing tho humor of 
the 


situation struck him and he broke iii-

uncontrollable 
laughter. "Mar- 


shal Joe"' was not in the habit of ar- 
resting men who went into 
convul- 


sions over it, and for moment he was 
stunned by the shouts of his prison- 
er. 
Soon, however, Stanton recover- 


ed and with his ready credentials he 
established his identity in but a sec- 
ond. And he not only did that, but he 
promised faithfully not to relate the

Sutherland 
of Utah 
occupied the 


first three hours of the session deliv- 
ering his first speech in the senate. It 
was In behalf of the right of Rsed 
Smcot of his own state to a seat in 
the senate. 


The senate passed the compromise 


resolution authorizing committee on 
military affairs to Investigate the facts 
of the affray at Brownsville on the 
nights of Aug. 12 and 14 last, without 
questioning the legality or Justice of 
any act of the president in relation 
to or connected with that affray. This 
action came after the subject had been 
under consideration almost daily since 
the first day of the present session of 
congress, and every phase of the Ques- 
tion had been discussed on all sides. 
Before the adoption of the resolution 
several 
substitute measures were 


Toted down. One by Senator Mallory, 
declaring that the president had au- 
thority for his course and acted justly, 
was tabled by a vote of 43 to 22 An- 
other by Senator McCumber, simply 
providing for an investigation without 
reference to the president in any man- 
ner, was tabled by a viva voce vote 
A third by Senator Culberson, simply 
indorsing the president's action and 
providing for no investigation, wab 
tabled by a rollcall vote of 46 to 19. 


Mr. Longworth of Ohio offered an 


amendment to the diplomatic and con- 
sular appropriation bill In ths house, 
appropriating $500,000 for the acquisi- 
tion of proper sites and buildings in 
foreign capitals to be used by the em- 
bassies and legations of the United 
States. Although the amendment was 
ruled out of order, It gave Mr. Long- 
worth an opportunity to emphasize 
his position on the subject. He said 
there was not a nation on earth ap- 
proaching our wealth and power that 
does not pay to its diplomats and en- 
voj s fi om five to six times what we do 
to ours.

Y\~O men, one woman—tragedy! 


It is an aiic-ieut formula, 
its 


latest application is responsible 
for the Thaw niunltr trial in 


New York. The widespread interest in 
this trial is justified by the extraordi- 
nary antecedents of the trasjeily am] 
by the pursu.ialities of the slayer and 
tho slain. Stanford White, victim of 
tho bullets from Harry Thaw's revolv- 
er, was a uiati of quite unusual tal- 
ents. Harry Thaw is a man of unusual 
impuNes. It" au ordinary millionaire 
had shot an ordinary architect 011 ac- 
count of an ordinary \vomuu llie trag- 
edy would uot have attracted very 
wide attention. There are plenty of 
millionaires, plenty of arc-liitects and 
plenty of women. But here wo have 
two muu whose lives have been so dii- 
ferent from tbe life of the average 
man that a tragedy in which they are 
principals becomes more ttian a mere 
homicide. 


Thaw is to be defended on the ground 


that "the unwritten law" justified him 
in killing White. From San Francisco 
has come a lawyer, De'.phin It. Del- 
mas, 
noted for his signal success in 


clearing men charged with murder on 
the unwritten law theory, to direct the 
defense of young Thaw. The unwrit- 
ten law of. course is. not law at allt but 
public opinion-. It is a sort of survival 
of the era of chivalry. By this "law" 
juries conceive that they will be justi- 
fied by public opinion—the statutes 
aside—for acquitting a man who has 
slain the betrayer of his wife. Some- 
times, particularly in the south, thu 
killing of the slanderer or iusulter ol 
one's wife has been justified on this 
theory. In, New York it is commonly 
believed that the unwritten law is by 
no means so forceful as it is in some 
of the southern and western states. 
The Thaw trial promises to test the 
strength of this unenacted law in the 
second city of the world, and that adds 
to the human interest in the trial. 


An Extraordinary Beauty. 


Two men, one wonjan—tragedy! The 


tragedy was the shooting to death of 
Stanford White, perhaps the leading 
architect in America, son of Richard 
Grant White, noted man of letters, on 
Madison Square roof garden the night 
of June 25 last by the young million- 
aire, Harry Thaw, who had no occupa- 
tion. The woman in the case is Mrs. 
Evelyn Nesbit Thaw, wife of the pris- 
oner. 
Except for one quality she is 


just an ordinary young woman. She 
possesses tbe sometimes fatal gift of 
physical beauty, much more than tbe" 
average share of it. 
Because of her 


extraordinary 
beauty 
this 
tragedy 


came about. It is difficult to believe 
that a woman who has occupied so 
much space in puDlie prints for three 
or four years past is only twenty-one 
years of age. According to the declara- 
tion of Evelyn Xesbit when tbe appli- 
cation for a marriage license was made 
in pittsbtirg, sbe was born on Christ- 
mas day, 1885. 
Her father was a 


lawyer in. Pittsburg, •who died wben 
Evelyn was a little girl. 
The child 


went to public school like other little 
girls, her mother keeping lodgers to 
support the family. 


Wben Evelyn was about fifteen years 


old somebody observed that she was 
getting to be a very pretty little girl. 
No doubt she know it first, but she did 
not know the power of beauty, nor yet 
its perils. These she discovered a lit- 
tle later. The cbild's mother took her 
to Philadelphia, where some photogra- 
phers and painters raved over her 
beauty. They posed her and paid her. 


Beauty 
brought 
money. 
Money 


brought damty gowns and laces nnd 
jewelry, all of which enhanced beauty. 
It was a wondertul discovery for the 
little 
Pennsylvania 
schoolgirl. 
She 


was taken to Xo\v York, where beauty 
attracts more attention than in Phila- 
delphia, and there she posed for more 
artists and ret-ehi'd more money. But 
the pay was not enough to buy costly 
gowns, so the i-bild's mother made 
Evelyn's gowns herself. 


It was a dazzling]}- beautiful world 


for a dazzlingly beautiful girl. 
All 


the men were NO kind and so generous 
and so atteut:'. i>. The famous artists 
pelted ami pu-^d her. Charles Daua 
Gibson drew lur in a picture which 
he called "The Ktmjal Question." Cel- 
ebrated paintc;- declared that her 
eyes woiv the most beautiful in the 
world. 
One grc.it 
man. 
Stanford 


White, fifty ye.ir old. admired her so 
much that he thought she should be 
on tiip '.tn ro 
n.. ^vfi<; U')r»wii ;i^ one 


who froiiueiitly befriended chorus girls 
Jnd struirgliim actresses—if tlioy v,ere 
pretty girl--. Mr. White was au artist, 
.".nil all nitKts ,-, i-iiire beauty. 


So thf littie £;';•!. with scarcely any 


education above tiie three R's, went 
into a chorus, 
she appeared for a 


brief time in two or three companies, 
but nobody discovered that the beauty 
had any tai«>nt for the stage. 
One 


jiianagcr, George W. Lederer. under- 
took to prepare her for a dazzling ca- 
reer as a star, but gave up the prob- 
lem after a few months. In the mean- 
time Stanford White had been an at- 
tentive friend and had supplied the 
beauty with money; also, Harry Thaw 


liad seen the little chorus girl and 
capitulated at once to her beauty. He 
sent a grand piano around to her lodg- 
ings, among other costly presents. 
Later the girl and her mother went to 
Europe. Thaw followed. There wai 
a disagreement. The mother returned 
to the United States. Evelyn return- 
ed by another ship. Harry Thaw fol- 
lowed by the next ship. Then Evelyn 
Nesbit atid Harry Thaw were of a par- 
ty that went to Europe. Thaw declar- 
ed that he would marry the girl, and 
Mrs. William Thaw of Pittsbtirg, his 
mother, threatened to cut las annual 
income from $80,000 to S2.500 if he 
did so. Twenty-five hundred dollars- 
cigarette money! 


Went to Europe For Cigarettes. 


Harry Thaw was exceedingly fond 


of cigarettes. In his boyhood he made 
a trip to Europe to buy a supply of cig- 
arettes. He was sent to college at 
Wooster, O. The Wooster brand of cig- 
arettes displeased him. One day he 
disappeared. He wired back to tbe 
college president that he was off for 
Europe to get some cigarettes. He had 
been -there the year before and had 
smoked a certain brand which suited 
hina. Three weeks later the boy re- 
turned from Europe and reappeared at 
the college, with several trunks full of 
cigarettes. 


"Your mother thinks you should de- 


vote yourself to studying," said the 
college president. "What branches do 
you prefer?" 


"Penmanship and lawn tennis for 


mine," said young Thaw through a 
cloud of cigarette smoke. 


Thaw conceived that his mission in 


life was to enjoy the money provided 
by his father, who was worth about 
$25,000,000. The elder Thaw died in 
1889, leaving a peculiar will. He stip- 
ulated that his son Harry's allowance 
should be only $2,500 a year until he 
reached the age of thirty-five, when he 
thould receive §5,000.000. but that if 
fehe executors believed him at any in- 
tervening time to be capable of hnn- 
tUins his iaconie prorerlv he might be 
pennftfefT fo enjoy the ftuT Income or 
his interest in the estate, which was 
$80,000 a year. Mrs. Thaw and the 
other heirs took pity on Harry and 
consented to let him have his full in- 
come right along. He was then only 
eighteen. 


Parisian Beauty Dinner. 


Thaw became a spender. He first 


attracted newspaper notice by giving 
a remarkable dinner in Paris. All nisi 
guests "were women, and all beautiful 
women, the most beautiful to be found 
in the gay French capital. Each guest 
received as a present a costly jewel. 
The dinner and its accessories cost 
Thaw §30,000. Later he gave a simi- 
lar dinner in New York, little Evelyn 
Nesbit heing the hostess. Evelyn se- 
lected the guests and tried to outdo 
Thaw's Parisian dinner in the beauty 
collection. 


The Thaw-Nesbit escapades in Paris, 


London and New York finally created 
such unwholesome notoriety for the 
Thaw family at Pittsburg that tbe 
young man's mother permitted him, at 
the immature age of thirty-two, to wed 
the former artists' model and stop the 
scandal. So Thaw got his bride and 
kept his income—that is, until he could 
spend it. Young Mrs. Thaw took les- 
sons which were supposed to fit her 
for polite society in the millionaire 
class, and she aspired to shine as a 
social queen in Pittsburg. From time 
to time the lights of Broadway lured 
the couple" to New York. Tbe Thaws 
had lost their premier place on the 
front pages of sensational journals 
when came the tragedy of last June. 


One of the best known men in New 


York was Stanford White. 
A man 


may do great things in that mighty 
city and remain a stranger to the peo- 
ple. 
Shakespeare 
might write- his 


tragedies there and die comparatively 
unknown, because the literary master- 
piece is a monument visible only to the 
intellectual elect. But Stanford White 
built monuments to his genius visible 
to the naked eye. He was an archi- 
tect of substantial buildings instead 
of airy rhymes. 


New York is rich with the products 


of bis genius. He was a poet in brick 
and granite and marble. One of his 
accomplished dreams is the Washing- 
ton arch at the foot of Fifth avenue. 
He designed the beautiful clubhouses 
occupied by the Century, the Metro- 
politan and the University clubs. Sev- 
eral Filth avenue palaces are of his 
conception. The new building of the 
New York university, his alma mater, 
gfi'W from Li& arfi&tic lii'.i'.u. As au in- 
terior decorator he shone with equal 
brilliance. Just as a pastime White 
painted in water colors, and compe- 
tent critics have said that his work 
was equal to that of Turner. Other 
cities—Richmond, Washington, New- 
port—contain permanent monuments 
to his architectural genius, and ill New 
York that greatest of pleasure houses 
and convention halls, the Madison 
Square Garden, where La met his trag- 
ic fate, was designed altogether by 
Stanford White. 


A Constant Creator. 


This roan worked. Every day he did 


n dny's work in his offices. It is said of 


him that he applied himself with dili- 
gence to his profession during the 
working hours of the day throughout 
his career. His visible works are proof 
of this. He could not have achieved 
such results without intense applica- 
tion. He was a lifelong producer, a 
constant creator. His works live after 
him. The good that he did in produc- 
ing masterpieces of architecture for 
the enjoyment of all who see them 
cannot be interred with his bones. 


So notable were the works of Stan- 


ford White that he became popularly 
known even in the thronging metropo- 
lis where he lived and wrought. And 
among the other artists, the painters, 
the actors, the men of letters, he was 
well- and widely known. Enjoying the 
financial fruits of his genius while he 
lived, Stanford White had money to 
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that he desired was his for the price, 
and he had the price. After his day's 
work he played. From the shrine of 
art he turned to the shrine of nature, 
where also he worshiped beauty. That 
was his pastime and his passion. 


Shocked tbe Country. 


Observed from any viewpoint the 


Thaw-White tragedy is a sorrowful 
story. Its culmination shocked the city 
and vibrated throughout the country- 
Tales that were told of both men. after 
the killing continued the vibrations of 
the shock. They made men and women 
of even and average liv.es shudder. 
These tales may be true or untrue. 


One cannot help but wish, however, 


that there might be some sort of law 
to require that every ablebodied boy 
be brought up to do some useful work 
of hand or head. It might ba even au 
unwritten law of sufficiently compel- 
ling strength. The average person is 
of opinion that Harry Thaw smoked 
too many cigarettes for his own good 
and the good of society, of which he is 
necessarily a part. Since the unwritten 
law depended upon by Lawyer Delmas 
is chiefly a matter of sentiment and its 
application in a concrete instance a 
matter of persuasive oratory, it may 
be argued at the trial that Stanford 
White, who worked and produced, had 
more right to continue his life than 
Hairy Thaw, who idled and consumed. 


Human society has progressed far 


from the period when the naked man 
married the naked woman by hitting 
her over the head with a club and 
dragging her to his cave and then pro- 
tected his right to her by hitting the 
other naked man over the head with 
the same club. Yet society is still im- 
perfect. 


We wear clothes now. We live in 


houses created by architects. We wed 
by mutual consent. Still under certain 
circumstances two men and one wo- 
man spell tragedy. And the clothed 
taan, having a pocket, carries his im- 
proved club concealed for quick use 
jpon occasion.

Swettenham's Statement.

sistance, and there is a movement on 
foot here to demand the recall of the 
governor. A small minority, mostly 
officials, support Governor Swetten- 
ham, and their views were voiced by 
Rev. Mr. Graham, pastor of the Meth- 
odist church, who declared the gover- 
nor was justified In resenting 
the 


landing of Americans. "This is a Brit- 
ish colony, not Cuba or a Spanish- 
American republic," he said. Regard- 
ing the Davis incident, the governor 
said he had not invited Rear Admiral 
Davis to land sailors. Asked if he in- 
dorsed the action taken by Rear Ad- 
miral Davis, the governor 
replied: 


"That is a matter between myself and 
Rear Admiral Davis, to whom I must 
refer you." 


Waiting Stage. 


London, Jan. 23.—The incident aris- 


ing from the exchange of letters at 
Kingston between Governor Swetten- 
ham and Rear Admiral Davis now ap- 
pears to be entering the waiting stage, 
as the 
imperial government, 
after 


ikring all possible in the absence of 
tdvices from the governor of Jamaica, 
fs obliged to defer further action until 
he reports. In the meantime the trend 
of official sentiment is toward having 
Governor Swettenham apologize or re- 
tire, but this is based on the press ac- 
counts of the incident and on letters, 
and it may be modified by Governor 
Swettenham's version, giving extenu- 
ating circumstances.

P. Stuckey of Lancaster, O. An ac- 
counting was demanded at this meet- 
ing and the shops will remain closed 
until this can be accomplished. 


The principal reason for the investi- 


gation by the directors is said to be 
because of the fact that Whiteley stat- 
ed he had received practically nothing 
for his services since his connection 
with the company. He said all the 
money received had gone into the 
fight with the International Harvester 
company of Chicago, in the interests 
of the company with which he was 
connected. The co-operative company 
has 20,000 stockholders, the majority 
of whom are farmers. They have sub 
scribed approximately $500,000 toward 
the construction of an immense plant 
heie. Whiteley will receive the posi- 
tion of superintendent of the plant. 


State Hospital Probe. 


Columbus, O., Jan. 23.—The trustees 


of the Columbus State hospital made 
a report to the governor regarding the 
charges of alleged cruelty to Edward 
Coonfare, a former patient at the In- 
stitution, declaring that there was no 
ground for them. It was claimed by 
a sister of Coonfare that when he was 
recently brought home from the hos- 
pital his body was a mass of bruises.
